> The discussion of torqued bolts is interesting, but does not apply 
> to the materials that we use in radio work. 


I was wondering if someone was going to say that. For the most part it's 
true. Most materials in electronics assemblies that must be fastened 
together are of widely varying characteristics and our troublesome friends 
the lockwashers address those problems by providing enough of a stress force 
of their own to maintain sufficient friction in the fastener threads for the 
long haul. Where the problem comes in with hand torqueing is mostly lack of 
training of assemblers as to how to know when the correct amount of torque 
is applied. Here are my rules: For split lockwashers the correct torques 
is just a shade more of a turn after the lockwasher is completely flat. 
Often I see split lockwasher containing assemblies with broken washers due 
to over torqueing. The irony is if the parts are hard enough to allow 
enough pressure to be put on the split lockwasher to break it there really 
is no need for the lockwasher (refer to discussion on elastic limits of 
hardware). But the purpose of using lockwashers in such cases is to avoid 


overcontrolling torque of screws and driving up assembly costs. Some 
investment in training of assemblers was required, however. For star 
washers enough torque should be applied to xpartiallyx flatten the lock 
washer. A star washer completely flattened is not doing what is was 
intended for anymore and instead you are again experiencing the over 
torqueing scenario. It's a Hobson's choice, you want to feel you applied 
sufficient torque but you ignore what the hardware will tell you if you only 
know to look what you are doing; there's is only one correct torque. If 
lockwashers weren't doing what they were designed to do there would be a 
Hell of a lot more things in electronics falling apart because the rest of 
the insufficiently trained assemblers are undertightening hardware out of 
fear of doing something wrong or are just being unconcerned with 
workmanship.

I seem to have a thing for the rigs that use 8122 finals, even though I know 
how expensive and hard-to-find the tubes are. I've accumulated a few of 
unknown quality and thought I'd use my NCX-1000 as a functional tester, as 
it uses one 8122 in the final. 


But I'm getting a little gunshy after blowing fuses right and left. The rig 
works when a good tube is installed but one I just bought from a credible 
seller who said is was "NOS" blows the fuse the minute I switch to transmit. 
I've heard about some kind of internal meltdown these tubes are famous for, 
but can't find a short or anything by ohmmeter. (The only thing I do see is 
some (few hundred volts) variation in HV under idle conditions with the bad 
tube installed). I figure some of these tubes are shot, but wonder anyone 
has a_ better way to test them? There must be something pretty drastically 
wrong inside as the 6 amp HV fuses will pop well before there's time for any 
RF to appear, but nothing an ohmmeter can detect...

Bob Nickels w9ran@oneradio.net asked about 8122 tubes. 
He has an NCX-1000 which blows fuses as soon 
as he goes to transmit with a newly acquired 8122 final. 


I would suspect the new tube is drawing too much 
resting current at the current operate bias setting. 


Remove the 8122 and adjust the bias pot for a maximum negative 
operate bias (Transmit mode). Then install the suspect 8122 
and readjust for the required resting current in transmit, 

no drive. 


I have found that the required bias voltage for 8122's varies 

greatly, making it a chore to find balanced tubes 

for my SR-2000. The 8122's tarnished reputation is due 

to their non-robust max screen current rating. 

You basically have to tune the final using 

the 8122 screen current meter. No "just dip the plate current 

and go" with these tubes. Feed the tube a little drive, adjust 

the plate tune control to peak the screen current. Give more drive, 
while watching the screen current: If you have excessive screen current, 


reduce the loading capacitance, and repeat the tune sequence using low drive. 


Hallicrafters SR-2000 manual has a very good step-by-step

Even grays differed in panel color. I don't know if they used a 
particularly varied shade for the mil. models. I have an SP-400 that's a 
charcoal black, a BC-779 (LF model) that's quite gray, but I think 
different than the other one I had that I gave up trying to match & used a 
generic gray. It can be seen in the pix of the SP-210. 

The phasing ctrl shaft gets broken because it's phenolic & probaly got 
brittle. My first was broken, the 2nd, that's being worked on (slowly) 
now, was not (a celebration when I found it, and it has dust covers, too). 

I think there's some info on p.s. no.s in the H-Files. Ive got manual 
T.0. 31R1-3BC779-1 that gives a paragraph on p.s. differences, and a page 
on technical characteristices of both revrs & p.s.'s. I'll scan a few pgs 


for you if you'd like - probably oughta get them in the H-Files sometime, 
but messin' with radios is much more enjoyable than drudging on websites. 
(I'm not the Hammarlund Historian, just one of the keepers of the 


website).

I'm not aware of such a guide, but perhaps it's time to 
compile one. All the civilian radios seem to be poorly 
labled. Here's a couple of starting points: 


I have a 100 series Super-Pro with crystal filter ina 
table-top case. that should make it an SP-110-X or SP-120-X 
depending upon which speaker shipped with it. The metal tag 
on the back says it's a "Type XD" (SN 3240). None of my 
references make any mention of "Type" designations. Please 
take a look at your SP-100's and report. 


General classifications: 

SP-10 all big-pin glass tubes. 

SP-1xx Metal tubes in frontend. 

Sp-2xx All metal tubes (except power supply) 


So far I've identified four military variants, are there others: 


BC-779, 100-400KHz and 2.5-20MHz 

BC-794, 1250KHz-40MHz, Similar to SP-2xx-SX 

BC-1004, 540KHz-20MHz, Similar to SP-2xx-X 

R-270/FRR, Similar to BC-794, Plus xtal HFO selection, xtal 
BFO (strapable option), and IF output via cathode-follower.
